Great New Game as Played in the Forward 


Trenches Desoribed. 


Lieut. Roderick Kennedy, 13th West Yorkshire Regiment, 
а MoGill and Mrodonald graduate, and son of Mr. Howard A. Kennedy, 
of the Economie and Development Commission here, sends over а 
grimly amusing acoount of "the new trench game." When he 
wrote he had not long returned to the front, having been wound- 
ed last September in the battle of 1008. He says :- 

"We had three spells of four days each in the first 
sector we went to, and I was in the firing line every time, 
though twice a part of the company was in reserve. They always 
pay me and my platoon the compliment of putting us in the hard 
positions, when there is any choice. As a matter of fact, in 
our last trenches the firing line was the safest place, as they 
never shelled the front line except with shrapnel, which is 
harmless if you keep well in against the parapet. On the other 
hand the enemy presented the supports with H. E. ( high ех- 
plosive) and shrapnel combined at various times. 

"Our chief interest in the front trenches was dodging 
trench mortar shells, carrying on trench architecture, and 
cursing our own and the enemy's artillery- the one for not doing 
enough, the other for overmuch zeal. 

Drench mortar dodging is а new game, suitable for-chilà- 
ren's parties, or for entertainments where bridge is barred, 

It consists of having two men, one at each end of a trench, and

To-day we hada tremendously heavy bombardment, which surpassed anything T have ever 
experienced, Who can say if it was our own or tho enemy's artillory ? Our own artillery has 
always shown an inclination to shoot short, We stand hore under tho most severe artillery 
fire ever seen by the world, directed so neeurately by 29 onplivo bulloons and about 80 nvintors 
that they bring under tire every sheller and every junction ofa trench, Apninsb thal we have 0 
captive balloons, which venture up а bare 600 metres high, for fonr of tho enemy wviators, Ай 
the sume time, they are so far behind, in order to got out of range of the naval guns, that our 
artillery can scarcely be said to have nerial observers. Bven though the infantry and artillery 
observers do their duty to the uttermost, that is an insufficionb compensation. How ironical 
is the sentence used in the English communiqué of the 2lst inst. :—'' To-day the German 
aviators showed a livelier activity. Some even dared to cross our lines." The bitterness is 

; that it is perfectly true. All these visible signs strengthon the British moral. It is necessary 
to take each piece of trench. 386m. shells have been falling all round for 14 days and nights. 
Every quaner of an hour the surface of the earth is turned over. If a fortnight doesn't suffice, 
then it takes 4 weeks, or even 8 weeks, as on Hill 141. They do not need to spare ammunition, 
so firing continues until the captive balloons and aviators report that all is buried. 


29th Aug A fresh, joyful, hurricane bombardment is a pleasure compared with 
this steady, accurate, dead-sure firing. - 5 . № -x e 


3156 Aug.— Very clear, bright weather. There are 34 English captive balloons and 1 
German to be seen. That is a fine state of affairs! In addition, there are about 50 aviators 
climbing overhead. 

The whole day they are firing trench-mortars as a pastime. Our artillery is powerless. 


Tam waiting now for the attack between Thiepval and the Ancre, All preparations haye 
been made. The position is ripe for the attack. 


156 Sept.—It is obvious to me that the English will break through as far as the 2nd and 
3rd line. ‘ 


DEES Jong English columns pass. Relieved infantrymen are marching ; peaceful strolls 
are taken. All this within range of our artillery. We have bombarded all communications, so 
nothing is to be done. This pains and yexes me so much that I have no heart to continue 
observing. 


2nd Sept.—......... I don't believe in a respite, rather shall we be moved nearer Mouquet 
Farm. Now come what may. 


9th Sept.—......... Things go on from day to day.

11th Sept.—One gets accustomed to everything, even this position. I suffer mostly 
from the fact that I share n dug-out with 60 men, without any ventilation. The air is 
indescribable. When one comes from above, one gasps like a fish. It is so hot that, after 2 
hours, one wakes up in a bath of sweat. ,

DAY in the trenches in front of Ypres was quiet enough as a rule, 
save when а strafe was on, as little movement was possible on both 


sides. Once the mantle of darkness had fallen, however, everything 
was stir and hustle, and the area behind the trenches resembled a beehive 
— With ration parties, ammunition parties, engineer working parties, brigade 
wiring parties, burial parties, scouting parties and the odd raiding party 
slipping up to its jump-off. 7 

I was commanding a brigade and our new divisional commander 
expressed a wish to have me take him around the line, which had only 
recently been recaptured from the Boche. This, I was rather loathe to do, 
as I did not think it yet in shape for the G.O.C. to visit. On our right we 
were holding a series of shell-holes as a front line and digging hard each 
night joining them up. Behind our shell-hole position we had a short piece 
of continuous trench intact, as a support, connected at each end with an 
almost continuous trench, and behind, by two blown-in communication 
trenches, which we were endeavouring to clear. 

The brigade had lost pretty heavily in the battle, so we had a large 
number of new hands, both officers and men, and I was straining every 
nerve to get our area fortified and tidied up. 

I knew the General of yore. No more thorough and gallant officer 
ever wore the uniform, and I realized he would insist upon trying to visit 
the advanced posts, and felt the responsibility, and, as we viewed it, the 
culpability we should incur if he got hit whilst in our charge. 

However, the General was determined, and we started from my 


headquarters in the ramparts, through the sally port across the bridge by 


the famous Swan’s Nest, over to the Bunde, and up past the Tuilleries and 
Dormy House towards Maple Copse, passing to the north of it. I pointed 
out the various working parties at Zillebeke Dump, etc., etc. Two officers 
accompanied us, splendid specimens of Canadian Highland gentlemen, Col. 
В. McI@“and Capt. G. C. Меремі 

There are nights when things start wrong, and keep going wrong, 
in spite of you. The night grew inky black save for the German flares and 
occasional shelling. Suddenly a figure loomed up in the darkness, caught 
the General by the coat and said: “If you please, are you a burial party?” 
“No, I’m not,” was the indignant reply; “What on earth is there about me 


| that makes you think I’m a burial party?” I hastened to explain (recog- 


nizing the voice). “I beg your pardon, sir, this: is the gallant hard working 
parson of our Highland Battalion. He is burying the dead in Lover's 
Lane, which I have given orders to fill in. It was in Hun hands for eight 
or ten days, and it was the only thing to do.” “I don’t care who he is, or 
what he is,” said the incensed General, “I won’t have him call me a burial 
party.” “Much luck will come to me,” he muttered, and I remembered he 
was Irish. I hastened to finish: “I promised him a strong burial party 
which should be here now, hence his error.” | 
Then we proceeded; the General obviously upset. We met stretcher 
parties carrying the wounded out, and these we stopped and spoke to, in 
most cases just pressing them by the hand, and wishing them speedy 
recovery. | i 
I remember a little later on we met a man bringing out his comrade 
badly shell shocked. With every shell or ‚even a flare the poor creature 
would sink to the ground, giving a shuddering drawn out groan as he did 
so, and I have never witnessed or heard anything to equal the tenderness 
of the man in charge. “Bill, old pal, I'm here; I've got your hand. It's

Major-Gen. Sir Henry Rawlinson.— 
Having gained a certain amount of experience 
with the 7th Division after a rather hard time 
in action, Sir John French thought it would be 
advisable as the 8th Div. is not yet ready to 
take the field, if I was to come over here with 
some of my staff to give you a few tips in regard 
to what may be expected of you in the future. 
Of course there have been a great many sur- 
prises in this way. When I say surprises, I 
mean that the tactics of the war in which we 
are now engaged are in some respects different 
to those tactics which have been employed in 
the past, and I am afraid that some of the mis- 
takes which have been made—mistakes which 


have been quite inevitable on account of the 
lack of experience —have at times cost us rather 
heavily. Sir John French, therefore, thought it 
would be a good thing if we came over here and 
helped you to realize and to learn the essential 
factors which will govern the tactics that you 
will have to adopt when you get to the continent 
with the army. 

Now I have Gen. Montgomery here. He 
has made a series of notes whilst he has been 
with me during the last month or so in action, 


and he will give you a lecture on the various | 


points regarding tactics which I think. you 
should not only know but study, learn and prac- 
tice. | 


Gen. Montgomery. 
Gentlemen, * | 
I am afraid that what I am going to say is 
scarcely a lecture in the real sense of the word; 
it is really a series of notes with a few remarks 
on them, and I wish to start them with a paper 
which we were very fortunate in getting hold of: 
the instructions of Duke Albrecht of Wurtem- 
burg, to the troops of the 5 corps to which we 
were opposed and which you will find against 
you when you get across the water. It is very 
valuable for us to have got hold of this (I believe 
. the original was found on the body of a German) 
because I think it is a great thing if you know 
what the enemy are going to do because then

you have a good line to work on in order to meet 
his intentions, so I do not think it will be a 
waste of time if I read you the instructions 
which he gave to his forces: 


1. 


The first instruction was: There should be 
a thorough reconnaissance of the enemy 
both in front and flank. 


The attack was to be made in the first place 
with light lines of skirmishers. 


The constant employment of the spade. 
Make trenches everywhere and immed- 
iately entrench positions taken from the 
enemy. 

The attack cannot get forward until the 
Artillery have made an efficient bombard- 
ment of the enemy’s infantry and as soon 
as that has been made, the attack should 
be pushed with the greatest vigor. 
Constant communication all along line by 
telephone with the Artillery. 

It is only by this means that Artillery can 
efficiently support the infantry. | 
Each attack delivered against the front of a 
position must be combined with an en- 
veloping movement. 

The various ‘points d’ appui’ of the enemy 
must be battered as much as possible with 
heavy artillery. It is only when this has 
been done that the attack will be possible. 


8. The advance of all attacking columns must, 
without exception, be simultaneous, if suc- 
cess is to be obtained. 

9. The French, as a rule, have their defences 
along the edges of woods and villages, 
which they hold with great tenacity, and 
it is these points which must be thoroughly 
hammered by the artillery. e 
Last of all, he says the prisoners say the 

Germans are very difficult to see, but that the 

allies have managed to discover the lines of 

skirmishers, owing to buckles and polished 
leggings. 

Now these are the instructions issued by 
Duke Albrecht of Wurtemburg, and what I 
want to say is what we have to do in order to 
counteract these ideas. 

Before going any further, however, I would 
like to bring your attention to the nature of the 
ground over which we have been fighting. 

The 7th Division came into Ypres with a 
view to joining up with the main forces that 
were to the S.W. of us; as a matter of fact, the 
main forces did not come up as far as was ex- 
pected, and orders were then issued for the 7th 
Division to cover Ypres. 

Ypres is a large town, a city, and the 
country around it is to say the least of it, un- 
pleasant to fight in. 

There are numerous woods (some of them 
almost impossible to go through) and thick

hedges. Altogether it is a very close country 
and mostly as flat as your hand. There are one 
or two minor features which over there would 
be called a ridge or a hill, but which, in this coun- 
try, you would hardly recognize. 

The 7th Division first of all took up a line 
to the east of Ypres, but when the French Ter- 
ritorials arrived the 7th Division was pushed out 
further to the east to hold a line beyond that 
occupied by the French  Territorials. The 
result of this was that our trenches (really a sort 
of outpost with various prepared points) were 
connected up, the trenches on the left of our line 
running along a ridge (it was a very minor feat- 
ure), and this continued on to the south along 
the Ypres main road. At this time the left of 
our line was more or less up in the air but the 
next day the 15% Corps came up. Before they 
arrived, however, the 3rd Cavalry Division was 
moved round from the right to the left of our 
line. Then the first Corps came up on the left 
and the Cavalry Division was again moved 
round to the right where it joined up with the 
7th Division on its left and the 2nd Cavalry 
Division on its right. 

The first trouble that occurred to the 7th 
Division was on the northern part of that trench 
which ran along the ridge which I have mention- 
ed. I may say that Sir Henry Rawlinson had 
found fault with the siteing of this trench,which 
had been put along the top of this ridge. How- 


ever, there it had been dug, and it was left there, 
and the first day’s fighting showed how absolute- 
ly correct Sir Henry had been. 

The trench was enfiladed by machine gun 
fire from the neighbourhood of a village named 
Passchendael, and the battalion in this trench 
suffered very heavily—that was the first lesson 
which we learnt. That position of the line was 
then drawn back and placed on the reverse slope, 
and we had comparatively little trouble on that 
flank afterwards, but the next trouble came from 
the right of the line at Kreisuik, where there was 
a bit of a hill. The trench there was thrown 
out on a salient, and it meant that the men in 
that trench for some five or six days were pound- 
ed day and night with shell-fire, and in the end 
they had to do what they ought to have done at 
the start, namely, get back and dig their trench 
on the reverse slope. ۱ 

I have merely said this to give you an idea 
what happened to the 7th Division owing to 
their not having been told beforehand, and hav- 
ing followed what they had learnt in their peace 
training, that is to say, insisting upon getting 
a good field of fire from the trenches and making 
everything subsidiary to that. We have now 
learnt the lesson that a good field of fire is not 
everything, and in fact that a field of fire of from 
200 to 300 yards is quite good enough provided 
the trenches are good. 

The German tactics that we have seen lately 


Seven 


have been purely artillery work —artillery and 
field gun work. The infantry we have seen 
mostly acting as an escort to the guns and 
machine guns. Our trenches have been pound- 
ed hour after hour by their heavy guns—very 
heavy guns—and machine guns meanwhile have 
gradually been worked up. Their artillery fire 
has been extremely accurate and is almost en- 
tirely directed against the trenches. They have 
done a certain amount of shelling against the 
guns but they have done practically no damage 
to them. The whole of their energies have been 
concentrated on trying to smash the infantry 
trenches, and with them the “тога!” of the 
infantry —that is carried on night and day. Well, 
what we have got to do is to find out how we 
can carry on so that that sort of thing shall not 
happen to the 8th Division. Various memor- 
anda have been issued —you have had the yellow 
pamphlet served out to you, containing notes 
compiled from the experience of many officers 
who have been out at the front. Then there is 
another pamphlet here on tactics, which are 
very much the same as those in the other —they 
all tend in the same direction, that is to say, 
that you must do something to save your in- 
fantry from this nerve-racking work in the 
trenches, and at the same time be preparing 
for your forward movement. You must not 
remain absolutely on the passive defensive. 
The Germans are continually putting out 


patrols, some with machine guns, some merely 
artillery observers, and I think our tendency 
has been rather too much digging into these 
trenches and being satisfied to stay in them. 
There has not been enough effort to move ahead 


and look forward to the time when we have 


got to push on. 

As regards tackling the artillery, in that 
country it is practically impossible to observe 
their fire except from aeroplanes, and it is ab- 
solutely impossible to locate their guns except 
from aeroplanes. The method that we have 
been adopting has been for the report of the air 
reconnaissancers, as soon as they have been seen 
by the chief, to be handed to Colonel Dallas, 
who extracts from them all the valuable informa- 
tion as to the position of the trenches and guns — 
this is put on a tracing which is given to the G.- 
O.C., R.A., who allots the various batteries to 
the targets which have been shown to him. I 
think that is the method which you should try 
and practice as much as you can before you get 
out there. It is not the usual method, of course, 
but out there it is the only one, so there is noth- 
ing else to do. 

As regards the way in which you place your 
batteries, it is most important that you should 
not post batteries near any object which the 
observers of the enemy in their aeroplanes can 
accurately describe. Do not place yourselves 
near cross-roads or farms, or small woods, etc., 
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because if you do, the enemy are sure to have 
marked them down on their maps, and as soon 
as they locate you, an extraordinary accurate 
fire will be directed on you. You must look 
after little things like that. Conceal everything 
you can, but do not make use of farms and build- 
ings, because they will be ‘shelled in all probab- 
ility some time or other during the day. Time 
after time this has been the case, and a number 
of high explosive shells dropped on a building 
will do a great deal of damage. So it is a mistake 
to imagine because you are stowed away in a 
building you are safe there, because those build- 
ings will draw the enemy’s fire even though you 
have not been seen there. 

The Ist Corps, which we have been working 
with, had found the absolute necessity of using 
a certain number of guns actually in the infantry 
firing lines—the method they adopted was to 
move along single guns to a place of concealment 
near the firing line, and when they found that 
the firing line was checked, especially by machine 
gun fire, they unlimbered the guns and ran them 
up by hand into the firing line. They told me of 
one case where machine guns were firing out of 
the windows of a farm, and when the field guns 
came up, they absolutely demolished the farm 
in a few rounds. Having done that, the guns 
were run back by hand and taken along again 
to where they were required. In the same way 
you will find it necessary to dig in a gun here and 


there in line with your infantry in the trenches. 
It is only local conditions that can tell you when 
that is advisable. I was warned that whenever 
machine guns were met, if it is possible, you 
should get round on their flanks; it is the best 
way to attack them; they are very nervous about 
their fanks. Never go for them directly if you 
can attack their flanks. These are practical tips 
by officers who have been hard at it out there, 
and I think they are fairly right. We have 
heard a great deal about German spies, and the 
German ruses, and things of that sort, and there 
is no doubt about it, they do a tremendous 
amount in that way, and the fresher the troops 
which go out there, the more liable they are to 
be taken in. For instance, the other day the 
Colonel commanding one of our battalions was 
shot by a German in the uniform of an officer 
of the Highland Light Infantry. You have to 
look out for that sort of thing. A party came 
into the village firing, and the Colonel went out 
to the door of the house in which he was staying, 
and held up his hand and told them to stop 
firing as the village was in their possession. 
Then this man, in the uniform of the Highland 
Light Infantry, came up and shot him. You 
have to be very careful of that kind of thing. 
Numbers of them go about in our uniforms and 
the French uniforms. | 

To take another example, General Lanford, 
who commanded the 22nd Brigade, had his 
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phone wire cut three or four times during one 
night—that, of course, proved there were spies 
about. The only thing to do is, whenever you 
find any unauthorized people hanging around, 
run them in at once. Never have any unauthor- 
ized people hanging about, for, as a rule, you 
will find they will “sell you a pup.” I don’t 
know if you have heard of it, but I believe it is 
absolutely a fact that when Maubeuge was 
shelled by the Germans, artillery fire was dir- 
ected by telephone from inside Maubeuge itself, 
which simply shows the extent to which they 
will go in order to get what they want. The 
whole place is infested with spies, as far as we 
can make out, and they try all sorts of tricks. 
The white flag is a favorite German trick. 
Only two or three days before we left, they tried 
that on with our people. Never put up your 
head but go on firing. Our experience has 
shown that the only safe rule is never to trust a 
German. It may sound a bad thing to say, but 
you will find it out when you get there. 
Another example of how thorough the Ger- 
mans are is shown, I think, by the following in- 
cident. One of the brigades was being with- 
drawn through a wood the other night, and 
cries kept coming along the line of the Scots 
Guards, Where is Captain Paynter,?" and they 
kept shouting out his name. Our people event- 
ually found, I believe, that they were Germans 
who were simply trying to find out the position 


of the line in which Captain Paynter was. Some 
one had evidently been hanging round, and had 
heard Captain Paynter’s name mentioned, and 
that was quite good enough for them. 

At night they do a certain amount of snip- 
ing, and we have found that it is absolutely 
unwise to reply to them. Two of our battalions 
made it a rule that they would not do so, and 
they had absolutely quiet nights compared to 
the others. They get you to reply to snipers 
singly to show whether your trench is occupied 
during the night, and then the "Black Мапав” 
come down again. What you want to do is to 
simply sit down and wait until an attack comes, 
and then let them have it. 

I daresay you will think I have said a good 
deal about trenches, but the whole country as 
far as we can tell from our aerial reports that 
come in, is being entrenched. Where we are 
now we keep gradually pushing them back, but 
there is another line of trenches about four or 
five miles behind them, and then there is another 
lot further on. Wherever you find the Germans 
in this war, you will find them entrenched, and 
as a rule it means that sooner or later, you are in 
a trench yourself, and when you are entrenched 
down comes the fire of the big guns. Of course 
there is no need to keep all the men in the 
trenches during the bombardment. That is a 
mistake which has been made. From the in- 
structions of Duke Albrecht of Wurtemburg 
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which I have just read to you, you will see that 
the German commanders do not wish their men 
to go forward until the trenches have been 
thoroughly hammered. The idea, of course, is 
that when the trenches are hammered, the 
people in the trenches are hammered. What 
we have got to do is to prevent that, and the 
alternative is not to put your men in the tren- 
ches but to have a second line of trenches in the 
rear so as to provide cover for the men to get 
into and sit tight whilst the heavy shelling is 
going on. You must construct cover about 25 
or 30 yards in the rear in which the men can take 
shelter, and have trenches from this cover up 
the fighting trenches so as to be able to man 
them quickly when required. You might place 
a cap or two on the parapet of the other trench, 
and it wont do any harm if they fire at that. 
Then you must remember that the majority 
of the guns that the enemy bring against you 
fire a high explosive shell, and these have very 
much more power backwards than forwards. 
Some carry as far as 200 yards, and it has been 
found that a great many men have been wounded 
in the back and shoulders simply from pieces of 
shell being driven backwards. That points to 
the fact that you must have cover on the rear 
side of your trenches. Your trenches as I have 
said must be situated on the backward slopes, 
and they must be concealed not only from the 
artillery itself, but also, if possible, from obser- 
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vation by the observers so that the artillery fire 
cannot be directed by them. Leave yourself 
anything over 100 yards field of fire. The in- 
fantry who are coming against us now are not 
very great “fliers.” They cannot shoot, and I 
think most of those who have come against us 
lately are quite ready to surrender as they reach 
the trenches. An idea may be gained as to their 
shooting by the fact that the first day on which 
the Indian Contingent came under fire some of 
them were heard to say that some of the women 
in their villages could shoot better than the 
enemy. 

Telephones in the trenches are invaluable. 
The chief has been to the War Office to speak 
about these, and I think you will have a lot more 
issued you. | 

Advanced artillery observers with light 
telephone are of the greatest assistance, and the 
Germans are using them. I was told of a man 
the other day who was evidently an artillery 
observer, and who was practically in the line 
of our own trenches away on the flank a bit. 
He was accompanied by another man with a 
machine gun, and they were a very valuable pair. 

Every effort should be made to observe fire 
by utilizing trees and other natural objects. The 
observation wagon is ruled out altogether. 

There is another point which I am told 
they have found of the greatest importance over 
there. Our infantry rather got into the way of 
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throwing away portions of their equipment when 
they were hard pressed. Only the other day our 
Intelligence Officer came in with his motor laden 
with overcoats, etc., which he had found. The 
weather is getting very cold now, and they will 
find that it is a great mistake to throw away 
their coats and equipment. 

The roads in Belgium are quite good, pro- 
vided the weather is fine, but when you get a 
shower of rain, the sides of the road (the sides 
are not paved like the centre) become very much 
like a sort of morass and everything gets stuck 
in it, especially the mechanical transport. Don’t 
leave anything standing on the side of the road. 
Put your vehicles in a field and so keep the road 
clear for the traffic going up and down. There is 
a tremendous amount of motor traffic on the 
roads. Some people think that those in the 
motors are not doing anything important but 
are merely out for joy rides, whereas of course, 
they are really working, taking information and 
getting reports. Units will keep the road clear 
if you get them to realize it is really for their 
own benefit. 

Much use has been made of liaison of- 
ficers, and they have been found to be absolutely 
invaluable. For instance, we have one with the 
4th Corps who spends the whole of the day with 
us and then goes back to General Headquarters to 
report how the situation is with us. In the same 
way it has been found absolutely necessary for 


divisions to have these “liaison” officers with 
brigades and brigades with battalions. The 
country is so thick and the fronts so wide that 
it is almost impossible to know what is going on 
in the different parts of the field unless this sys- 
tem is adopted. A constant system of ‘liaison’ 
is necessary between battalions, brigades, div- 
isions and corps and so on. 

The infantry will find that half the time 
they have no target to fire at. That does not 
mean that they are not to fire. Unless the men 
in the trenches fire, the Germans will always 
be on the move trickling forward and getting 
into better positions for their machine guns. 
So the men must use a certain amount of infantry 
fire. Not, of course, if you know that there is 
nothing in front of you, but if there is anything 
in front, the men must do a certain amount of 
shooting. 

The Germans are very fond of pushing for- 
ward little patrols and making little local offen- 
sives, and unless they are checked by this fire, 
it becomes serious. In the same way it is neces- 
sary for us to adopt their method and be con- 
tinually on the move. 

The question of discipline is a very import- 
ant one. You will find that unless home dis- 
cipline almost is carried out, the trouble starts. 
There has been a little looting. Well, that of 
course, has got to be stopped. We are in a 
friendly country. You will see the difference 
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in the look of the men in battalions where the 
discipline has been strict and where it has not. 
The mere fact of the men saluting their officers 
when they pass them, is a sign that things are 
all right. If you see the men loafing round it 
shows that things are getting slack and are not 
all right, and I think it a rather important thing 
to be looked after. We have seen a great deal 
of it. 

Sir Henry Rawlinson.—That is one of 
the most important things of all. 

You will very often find it necessary to 
readjust your gun positions at night under cover 
of darkness. The guns may have been located 
during the day and fired on, and if you don’t 
shift a little during the night, you will have a 
very heavy fire opened on you the next day, 
and the soundest thing you can do is when you 
shift to rig up if you can something in the shape 
of a dummy in your old trenches as it will prob- 
ably draw their fire the next day. It is surprising 
what our aviators can see. We have had them 
bringing in the most accurate information as to 
guns in positions in such and such a place, and 
the next day the airman who goes up to report, 
comes back and states that the emplacements 
in exactly the same places reported the day 
before, are empty. If they had fixed up a 
dummy representing a gun, the chances are that 
we should have tackled them again, thinking the 
guns were still there. Anything of that sort you 
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should do, it may turn up trumps. In the same 
way with you, perhaps you can make a little 
readjustment during the night, leave the other 
trench or construct a dummy trench to try and 
draw the enemies fire away from where you are. 

Map reading and the use of maps is the 
most important. The maps you get out there 
are not of course the same as you get here. You 
will find out that you will have to make a tre- 
mendous use of the map. You know nothing of ` 
the country when you get there, and everything 
may depend on your knowledge of map reading, 
especially when you get in the various reports 
from the airmen, as it depends entirely on your 
knowledge of map reading as to whether you are 
able to correctly interpret their reports. You 
should, therefore, practice yourself in map read- 
ing as much as possible. 

Major-Gen.  Davies.— As regards ob- 
stacles I suppose a great deal of wire is being 
used? 

Sir H. Rawlinson.—Yes, nothing but wire 
sometimes as entanglements and sometimes 
just left to lie amongst the turnips. 

Gen. Montgomery.—I believe the stock 
of barbed wire has gone, but there is any 
amount of it to be found in the hop gardens out 
there. 

Sir Н. Rawlinson.— There is no difficulty 
in getting enough wire for your entangle- 
ments. 
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Major-Gen.  Davies.—At about what 
distance would you erect the entanglements? 
Sir H. Rawlinson.—Put them within 100 
yards. | 

Gen. Montgomery.—As regards trenches 
I am told that it has been found that the 
men are very apt to make loopholes during the 
night from which they find that they cannot fire 
in daylight. The idea is not to have any loop- 
holes at all, simply chance it. 

Major-Gen. Davies.—Is there any diffi- 
culty in getting up the ammunition? 

Sir H. Rawlinson.—No, no difficulty. 
It depends of course upon how the trench is 
placed. | 

Major-Gen. Davies.—What about head 
cover? 

Sir H. Rawlinson.—In the back trenches 
which you make to shelter the troops in and 
from bombardment you could have it. 

Major-Gen. Davies.—Not in the actual 
firing trenches. 

Sir H. Rawlinson.—No. 

Major-Gen. Davies.—Are there sufficient 
tools? 

Sir H. Rawlinson.—Tools never can be 
enough, but still there have been enough to en- 
able us to do the work. 

I do not think we have gone into the artill- 
ery question enough, but I propose to get all the 
artillery together and have a thorough discus- 
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sion. In this war the artillery is of the very first 
importance, and it is really the difficulty which 
we have experienced in keeping down the 
enemies’ artillery fire which has been mainly 
responsible for our losses. Gen. Montgomery 
has told you of the very effective artillery fire 
which the enemy bring to bear particularly the 
heavier guns. Their gunners are not as bold as 
ours are because when they come under effective 
fire they leave their guns. 

The difficulty is to locate their batteries 
and so bring an effective fire to bear upon them 
and that can only be done with aeroplanes. 

An Officer.—May I ask a question as 
regards communication between Brigade Head- 
quarters and Battalion Headquarters. Are 
motor cyclists or telephone lines most relied on. 

Sir H. Rawlinson.—Motor cyclists abso- 
lutely. Telephones are often cut. 

The most important thing as regards the 
infantry that Gen. Montgomery has referred to 
is siteing of the trenches. It is madness to site 
the trench on the forward slopes. In fact, any- 
body who has been out at this war will refuse to 
go into a trench built on the forward side of a 


hill. We have found from experience that a field: 


of fire up to 300 yards is enough. Sometimes 150 
yards is enough, but certainly 300 yards is all 
that is necessary provided that your trench is 
sheltered from artillery fire, and provided that 
your trench is on the back slope of the hill and 
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not on the front. It revolutionises all the ideas 
we have been taught tactically in the past 
because we have always been taught that a long 
field of fire is of the utmost value with the present 
long range rifle, but modern artillery has altered 
that. Remember that your trench must be on 
the back slope of the hill or behind a wood, or 
behind anything that covers you from the en- 
emies’ artillery fire and get a field of fire from 
150 to 300 yards. 

Another thing to remember is that when 
holding trenches as we shall probably be doing 
when you get over there it is very necessary for 
you to be able to relieve the garrisons of your 
trenches. You should have a sufficient number 
of men in reserve so that they can go in the 
trenches alternately with the garrisons of the 
trenches. By that means you ensure that they 
have every other night in bed. This is very 
essential if possible. 

Then Gen. Montgomery referred to activity 
from the trenches. The purely passive defensive 
is not good. During the long time we were on 
the Aisne, it was found that very good work 
could be done by sending out quite small patrols 
during the night to worry the enemy, and they 
met with a good deal of success. There is nothing 
they hate so much, and we took quite a large 
number of prisoners that way. There is no 
doubt that the offensive at night by small bodies 
is greatly to be encouraged. 
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I have referred to trenches, and now I want 
to say something about the guns. Concealment 
of the guns is of the very highest importance, 
and concealment in no ordinary way. You 
want to put the guns in a wood; if you cannot 
put them in the wood, they should be posted 
close to it and covered with trees so as to make 
them look like a part of the wood, so that it is 
impossible for the aerial observers to see them. 

f you do not do that, the guns will be detected 
by aeroplanes, and you will be made to suffer 
for it. It may be necessary to shift them at 
times if you happen to be detected. The enemy 
always have alternative trenches, they dig two 
sets and sometimes three and they move the 
guns constantly. 

Major-Gen. Davies.—What about the 
infantry trenches? Do you find any difficulty 
in concealing them? 

Sir H. Rawlinson.—No. 

Major-Gen. Davies.—Does not the soil 
show up? 

Sir H. Rawlinson.—No. Of course, if 
you are in a ploughed field, the trenches are the 
same colour. If you are in a turnip field, you 
put the turnips along the trenches and the same 
in a stubble field. There’s lots of stuff you can 
use. 

Finally, I want to say a few words about 
discipline. In the South African War, we were 
inclined to allow the discipline to run down. In 
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this war, we have found that it does not do to 
let the discipline get too slack. You cannot have 
too strict discipline in this war. The battalions 
which have the strictest discipline, have done 
the best work in this war, and it will be so until 
the end. I, therefore, want to impress upon you 
all and your commanding officers especially, 
that the highest discipline is absolutely neces- 
sary, and should never be relaxed for a single 
moment. We have a great deal to go through 
yet. We are only even now at the beginning of 
the war. We shall have to fight for a good many - 
more months, and I am sure that the 8th Div- 
ision will acquit itself satisfactorily.

Germany by the deliberate sinking of the LUSITANIA” 
has added one more link to the chain of crime antl kriglutkulluess 
with which she is trying to strangle all the ethies of humanity. 
What was at first thought to be the propoganda of Prussian 
militarism only, is found to be the national character of the 
whole of Germany —every bom German, whether he be a German 
citizen or the citizen of another country, being impregnated with 
the spirit of hate towards the ideals of liberty and democracy. 
The teachings of all-her philosophers have tended to German 
domination of the world, and they know, we know, aud the whole 
world knows that the Bntish Empire stands in her way. We 
know also that the machinations of Germany's diplomacy have 
been for many years to weaken our Куре as a preliminary to 
breaking it up. Germany's hypoëritieal ‘policy has not been 
confined to foreign chancellories but throughout Greater Britain, 
including Canada, her spies and satelites have been gathering 
information which has enabled the German authorities to get a 
correct estimate of our strength and our weakness. Many of 
these spies have become citizens of our Empire—their taking out 
the papers of naturalization beiug but a farce to them, particu- 
larly when it is understood that the Moral responsibility of taking 
up citizenship in another country is discounted by the German 
authorities in allowing bom Germans always to remain citizens 
of the Fatherland wherever they may go but with the responsibi- 
lity of reporting to the German authorities on request. Thousands 
of these Germans have been, and are now, received without 
suspicion into our social hfe. We have been warming with the 
breath of our humanity and Kindliness, poisonous vipers whose 
bite has now convinced us that they ought to have been 
destroyed long ago. Canada is to-day the home of 522,423 
Germans and Austrians, too many of whom are employed at the 
expense of our own citizens. Some have come out to escape the 
tyrannical paternalism of the Fatherland, but the spirit of 
Germania is inculcated into most of them, and Canadians must 
remember that the great fundamental principle of Germania is 
“all things for the Germans," even at the cost of those 
sheltering them. We have evidence that many well placed

The bestiality and savagery to 
satisfy the lustful deviltry of the invading hosts 6f Germans on 
Belgium soil, the butchery and desecration of the noble old 
cities of Belgium, France and Poland, the horrible wantouness 
and senselessness of bombdropping and asphyxiating gases, and 
the wholesale murder of non-combatants on the high seas, are 
not the action of a people who respect their neighbors but the 
work of an ouflawed race which must, for the sake’of humanity, 
be crushed out of existence: All this horrible frightfullness is 
accentuated by Ше fact of its being commended and even 
initiated by official Germany. No wonder that civilisation is 
ashamed and horror-struck, and Great Britain in taking up the 
guage on its behalf has earned the respect and moral support of 
every lover of the human race. de 
Thousands of Canada's sons have died fighting to stamp out 
this cancer on the body politic of humanity and progress, and 
thousands more are taking their place on the battlefields of Europe. 
Aye, and Canada's daughters too are doing their duty ‘in the 
hospitals. But Canada must do more still. Every man who сап 
bear arms must come forward to fight for the integrity of those 
institutions so dear to the heart of our race. This mighty ‘demo- 
cracy, called the British Empire, is being tested. We will win, 
but much blood must run before the end, But those who have 
fallen, and who will fall, will not have sacrificed their brave lives 
іп vain. They will have paid the price of our new salvation.

Canada as an integral part of, the British Empire is passing 
through a phase of her national existence, the outcome of which 
depends absolutely on the patriotism of her sons and daughters. 
The Empire has been forced into a war of the greatest magnitude 
in the world’s history with a people the malignity of whose deeds, 
in comparison with which, the doings of the infamous Nero against 
the early Christians, or the Turkish atrocities in Armenia, make 
pleasant reading. The Germans, by their abominations have 
outlawed themselves from.the pale of civilization and tbey must 
be crushed, so that they will not again rise to meuace the peace- 
ful progress of the world.

The majority of these men are native 
born. India has contributed'a splendid army of 200,000 natives 
to fight side by side with-their white brothers, and surely the 
native born of Canada are. not going to be laggards when their 
country is at stake. Those of them who have gone to the front 
have proved the equal of the finest trained soldiers in the world. 
They are fighting maguificently. The wounded Canadians are 
eager to get to the firing line again and the heroes who have died for 
their country are more to be envied than those who have the ` 
chauce to go but stay behind. 

Captain R. A. 5. Allan, a splendid hero who was murdered 
by the Germans fighting for his native Canada, sent this message 
just before be died, to his compatriots :— 

„Tell the world, especially in Canada, where my wife lives, 
that Iwas not killed but murdered. Also tell the Canadians 
throughout the Dominion to rally to help the boys at the front. 
I was taken a prisoner by the Germans. The enemy, being 
hustled, dropped me and deliberately. shot mein the stomach. I 
ask you to tell this to all our people.“ 

What a message and what a death. Surely his murder will 
be avenged, and by Canadianstoo. In the old country men who 
are not in uniform or wearing a badge denoting government 
service, are so jeered at by the women that they are eager to 
enlist, and as one stated, he would rather face the Germans than 
the women who are proud to have their men fight for their homes 
and honour. Aud why not Canadians. Canada has now the 
opportunity of her national life to fight for the liberties she 
holds so dear. The Government is doing its duty in providing 
the means, the national societies are rising to the occasion by 
their splendid work in looking after the women and kiddies left 
behind and it is now the sacred duty of every Canadian who is 
single and capable of bearing arms to do his part.

GENERAL E W. WILSON. 


As а citizen and a member of the 
Board of Trade, General Wilson fol- 
lowed, and was greeted with prolonged 
ed applause. 

“For the past two and a half years,” 
he sald, “I bave been worldng to aid 
those good men who have been try- 
ing to get others tu go overseas to 
fight in the cause of liberty and jus- 
tice, ané 4о maintaln the traditions

Eight hundred men 
had been called upon, and not a sin- 
gle one had been recruited. 

“That shows that the voluntary 
tem has failed," ће sald, "and now we 
must leave It up to the Dominion 
Government, as responsible to the 
people of Canada." 

Lieut-Col Ballantyne suggested 
that If the whole of the Militia Act 
Were not to be enforced, at least the 
first part of it might be, providing 
for tho ballotting for men between 18 
and 20. This, he said, could be easily 
done, since there were thousands of 
men employed In retail stores and de- 
partmental shops doing Work that 
could us well be done by women, and 
others employed as chauffeurs and ما‎ 
all sorts of positions who would with

As u business man, Lieut-Col, Bal- 
lantyne sald he did not want to Inter-

MAJOR GUY BOYER. 


An eloquent plea was made by Major

Мк. John Baillie 
on Marne Battle 


The winter activities of the Y.M.C.A. got away 
with a flying start last week when Professor 
John Baillie, M. A., of the University of 
Edinburgh gave a lecture on the battle of the 
Marne. 

At the outset Professor Baillie explained that 
he was not going to dwell so much on the smail 
details of the Great Battle, as upon its tremondous 
importance in the war. The details of the action 
were not as interesting as those of the battles of 
Mons, Ypres or Neuve Chapelle, but the Battle 
of the Marne will always be known as one of 
the landmarks of History, as it turned the whole 
course of the war. 

The consolidation of Germany in 1871 created 
new problems for the newly formed Empire. 
Owing ما‎ the enormous length of the German 
and Austrian frontiers, badly provided with 
natural defences, it became extremely important 
for the Central Powers to devise some means to 
protect themselves against the attacks of their 
enemies. The only solution was to raise a huge 
army, and lo make arrangements for a very rapid 
mobilisation by means of a complete system of 
stralegical railways. 

Russia and France have always been Germany’s 
heredilary enemies and were most to be feared.

3. A report was received on the 231d March to the effect that enemy agents dressed as 
British Despatch Riders had been endeavouring to stampede Siege Parks and other units in the 
Fifth Army area, by alarmist reports of the presence of the enemy in Nesle and neighbourhood. 

On the same day the Intelligence (b) Officer, Fifth Army, reported independently that 
several of our own despatch riders bad fled out of Nesle under the impression that French 
Cavalry were Germans, and had spread alarm and confusion as far as Amiens itself. 

Without further direct evidence, which is not forthcoming, it is impossible to conclude 
otherwise than that the first incident is directly connected with the second. 

4. A circumstantial report was received of a Brigadier-General, supposed German іп 
British uniform, who had been seen by various people in à motor, and had aroused suspicion. 
Shortly afterwards an officer dressed as a Brigadier was arrested by I. (b), Third Army, near 
Doullens, in a car without a number, driven by a man in British infantry uniform who had по 
driver's pass. The only paper the Brigadier could produce was an oflicer's leave warrant to 
England. 

On investigation it transpired :— 

б.) That the Brigadier was a British Brigadier-General proceeding to England on 
special leave. 

бі.) That the car was a private one which had been concealed by a certain division 
in spite of orders. . 

(ii. That owing to this breach of discipline it had not been possible— 

(a) To give the car a number for fear it should be traced ; 
(b) To get an A.S.C. driver for it; or 
(c) To get a motor driver's pass for the driver, who was an infantry soldier. 

5. Another case of a supposed German dressed in tbe uniform of a British Brigadier- 
General, who had been seen at various parts of the front during the battle in circumstances 
which aroused suspicion, was circulated by the Provost Marshal, and the number of the car in 
which he was riding was given.

DEEDS THAT STIRRED THE EMPIRE. 


BY THE CANADIAN RECORD OFFICER. 


The recent fighting in Flanders, in which 
the Canadians played so glorious a part, 
cannot, of course, be described with pre- 
cision of military detail until time has made 
possible the co-ordination of relevant 
diaries, and the piecing together in a 
narrative both lucid and exact of much 
which, so near the event, is confused and 
blurred. But it is considered right that 
those mouming in Canada to day for 
husbands, sons or brothers who have given 
their lives for the Empire should have, with 
as little reserve as military considerations 
allow, the rare and precious consolation 
which, in the agony of bereavement, the 
record of the valour of their dead must 
bring. 

And, indeed, the mourning in Canada 
will be very widely spread, for the battle 
which raged for so many days in the 
neighbourhood of Ypres was bloody, even 
as men appraise battles in this callous 
and life-engulfing war. But as long as 
brave deeds retain the power to fire the 
blood of Anglo-Saxons, the stand made by 
the Canadians in those desperate days wi | 
be told by fathers to their sons, for in the 
military records of Canada this defence will 
shine as brightly as, in the records of the 
British Army, the stubborn valour with 
which Sir James Macdonnel and the Guards 
beat back from Hougoumont the Division 
of Foy and the Army Corps of Reille. 


MAGNIFICENT MEN. 


The Canadians have wrested from the 
trenches, over the bodies of the dead and 
maimed, the right to stand side by side 
with the superb troops who, in the first 
battle of Ypres, broke and drove before 
them the flower of the Prussian Guards. 


Looked at from any point, the per- 
formance would be remarkable. It is 
amazing to soldiers, when the genesis and 
composition of the Canadian Division are 
considered. It contained, no doubt, a 
sprinkling of South African veterans, but 
it consisted in the main of men who were 
admirable raw material, but who at the 
outbreak of war were neither disciplined 


nor trained, as men count discipline and. 


training in these days of scientific warfare. 


It was, it is true, commanded by a 
distinguished English general. Its staff 
was supplemented, without being re- 
placed, by some brilliant British staff 
officers.

On April 22 the Canadian Division held

terminus with the French troops. The 


division consisted of three infantry bri- 


gades, in additon to the artillery bri- 
gades. Of the infantry brigades the first 
was in reserve, the second was оп the 
right, and the third established contact 
with the Allies at the point indicated 
above. 

The day was a peaceful one, warm and 
sunny, and except that the previous day 
had witnessed a further bombardment of 
the stricken town of Ypres, everything 
seemed quict in front of the Canad.an 
line. At five o'clock in the afternoon a 
plan, carefuly prepared, was put into 
execution against our French allies on 
the left. Asphyxiating gas of great in- 
tensity was projected into their trenches, 
probab'y by means of force pumps and 
pipes laid out under the parapets. 

The fumes, aided by a favourable wind, 
floated backwards, poisoning and dis- 
abling over an extended area those who 
fel under their effect. The result was 
that the French were compelled to give 
ground for a considerable distance. The 
glory which the French army has won in 
th's war would make it impertinent to 
labour the compelling nature of the poison- 
ous discharges under which the trenches 
were lost. The French did, as every one 
knew they would do, all that stout soldiers

INDIVIDUAL TRAINING. 
(a) DISCIPLINE and SMARTNESS, 


After the protracted period of active oper- 
&tions, in which the Corps has been engaged, 
Special attention 19 required to regain the high 
standard of drill, discipline and individual amart- 
ness in bearing and turn-out; Saluting, oto., which 
must continue to de charaderistic of the Cdn.

(b) SPECIALIST TRAINING. 


Every opportunity must be taken by Divisions 
both in and out of the line to complete establish- 
ments of specialists and to provide an ample reserve 
for future oventualities.

required of them. 


5. The greatest help that it is possible for staff officers to give to commanders and troops 
lies in the efficient performance of their Staff duties. They should, therefore, avail themselves 
of all legitimate means of facilitating and expediting their work, and should not seek out 
faunecessary hardships and dangers with a view to gaining personal distinction. On the other 

and, when hardships and dangers legitimately fall to their lot, it becomes all the more 

Incumbent on them to demonstrate by example that these have not been avoided on other 
occasions from unworthy motives. 


| 6. It is the duty of the Staff to offer suggestions to the commanders under whom they are 


Serving when it appears likely that they may be of use. If the suggestions are declined, the 
commander's decision must be accepted without demur, and the fact that suggestions have been 
oered, or the nature of those suggestions, should never be mentioned to others, whatever result 
may ensue. 


i. The relationship between officers serving on the Staff must be close and cordial. 

Though they may be organized in different branches, there must be only one Staff, It is essential 
‘that the officers of each branch of the Staff should have a good general knowledge of the duties 
of the other branches, so that they may know what assistance it is in their power to give and

Relationship of the Staff towards Heads and Representatives of 
Administrative Services and Departments. 


1. The relationship between the Staff and the heads and representatives of Administrative 
Services and Departments is generally similar to that between the staff and subordinate 
commanders. 

The Staff, under the responsible commander, are charged with the issue to heads and 

| representatives of Administrative Services and Departments of such instructions and inform- 
tion as to the requirements and movements of the troops as will enable the Services and 
Departments to carry out their functions, and for the co-ordination of all arrungements between 
the Services and Departments. 

In order that they may be in position to appreciate what is possible, it is essential that the 
Staff should both understand thoroughly the working of the Services and Departments, and 
should consult with their heads or representatives when there is any room for doubt as to what 
can reasonably be undertaken. 


2. The heads and representatives of Administrative Services and Departments are the 
advisers of the Staff in regard to matters connected with their services, and are responsible for 
the provision of the requirements of the troops, in accordance with the instruction received 
through the Staff. 


DUTIES OF THE STAFF. 
(Extracts from Field Service Regulations, Part II., Chapter III.) 


Duties of the General Staff. 
All military operations, including the general control, in co-operation with the navy, of 
embarkations and Jandings within the theatre of operations. 
War organization and efficiency of the troops. 
Selection of lines of operations. 


All plans for the concentration, distribution and movement of troops and material by rail, 
rond or inland waterways in the theatre of operations. 


The general allotment of areas in which divisions and brigades are to be quartered ; 
security, marches, and battle.
